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Tun opening of the Exhibition of the Royal Academy is one of 
our annual metropolitan galas, belonging to the same category with 
Christmas Day, Easter Monday, and the opening of Parliament. 
Other picture galleries open their doors some weeks earlier ; and 
in two of them — the British Institution and the British Artists’— 
there are works of merit in oils which may challenge a com- 
parison with some of the best productions of the academicians. 
But the Royal Academy is not forestalled by these diplays; the 
edge of the public appetite is not taken off by what they may 
have seen elsewhere. The exhibition in Trafalgar Square is the 
“exhibition” par excellence, which every adult and every 
adolescent in London and its environs sees upon principle. It is 
hallowed by time, sanctified by tradition; no advertisement is 


necessary to proclaim its merits; no press-puff preliminary re- 
quisite to invite attention to its special claims. Royalty first 
bestowed its countenance upon the Academy seventy years ago, 
and ‘royalty has since continued to regard the labours of its dis- 
ciples with favour, In China the Emperor signalises the com- 
mencement of the ploughing season by touching the first plough 
himself; agriculture is the chief industrial feature of Chinese life. 
In England the sovereign honours the principal of the Fine Arts 
institutes by her presence the day before its opening: Paintings 
are the favourite ornament of British domiciles — the pride of 
British palaces. When Reynolds delivered his discourse at the 
Opening of the Royal Academy, in Somerset Place, in 1780, he 
expressed his hope that those who gazed with wonder at the 
structure might not be disappointed when they visited the apart- 
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ments. “Tt would,” he said, “be no small addition to the glory 
of the nation, if it should be enabled to produce, in consequence of 
the institution, a school of English artists.” And in a previous 
discourse the illustrious president dwelt earnestly upon the in- 
fluence of Majesty in insuring the success of the institution, 
Could the spirit of the admirable Sir Joshua revisit the earth, he 
would find that though the “local habitation ” of the pictures has 
changed materially for the worse —making the latter ashamed of 
the former — his fondest anticipations have been realised in re- 
spect to the formation of a school, with pupils more than sufficient 
to fill the spacious rooms devoted to their reception. And 
royalty has vouchsafed to continue its gracious favour to the 
establishment. Whether the “school” would present all the in- 
dications of progress its first great master could have desired, we 


will not wound the feelings of the Academicians by conjecturing. 
Perhaps a modest appreciation of their own worth would induce 
them to wish for a postponement of the avatar of the mighty 
author of Hercules strangling the Serpents. 

The Exhibition for the present year opened on Saturday last. 
The Queen and the Prince Consort visited it on the previous day 
according to immemorial custom. Many of the most distin- 
guished members of our aristocracy were likewise present, and all 
manifested a lively interest in what we unhesitatingly pronounce 
one of the most creditable displays the Academy has had to boast 
for some years. Her Majesty, who enters into all the elegant 
pleasures of life with girlish and unaffected joyousness, was evi- 
dently much struck with many of the finest works. It is not the 
general privilege of the press to be present on these interesting 


occasions ; but the imagination can well supply the scene which 
takes place when royalty, freed, for the nonce from the tram- 
mels of etiquette, gives itself up to the enjoyment of a charming 
novelty. We can conceive the Queen now directing her consort’s 
notice to Dyce's sketch for the picture to be painted in fresco at 
Osborne House, of Neptune assigning to Britannia the Empire 
of the Sea, and anon tripping with eager steps to inspect Frost’s 
Una with the Satyrs—a work of so much finish as to induce the 
Queen to become a purchaser. See, the Prince has been capti- 
vated by Landseer’s Van Amburgh and his Animals, painted 
for the hero of a hundred fights. Her Majesty was a great 
admirer of the wonderful lion tamer and his curious collection, 
and no doubt recognises the fidelity of the portraits. And who 
so capable of doing justice to the subject as the all-accomplished

British Schneider, whom rivalry cannot reach, and emulation only 
serves to exalt. Now, observe that cluster of grave diplomatists 
forming, with Beaufort’s Duchess and Worcester’s Marchioness, a 
group in itself, a study for the painter: they are intently fixed on 
Etty’s History of Joan of Are; a triple picture, happily conceived, 
gorgeously coloured, though deficient of the painter’s earlier care. 
Turner's brilliant vagaries, Frith’s and Goodall’s delineations of old 
English life; Hart’s “ Righteousness and Peace;” Leslie’s sweet 
Scripture subjects, Martha and Mary, and the Pharisee and the 
Publican, all come in for a share of royal attention; nor are the 
labours of Mulready, and Webster, Roberts, Egg, Herbert, and 
Stansfield passed unnoticed ; and it would argue a lack of taste to 
omit a passing tribute of admiration to D’Orsay’s portrait of the 
late Lord Canterbury. 
* 
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But the Queen and suite retire. The next day the pictures 
open to the public, and from eight in the morning until six in the 
evening, a well-dressed crowd, embodying all classes of society, 
attests the national importance of the Exhibition, and their own 
just sense of the humanising influence of England’s painters, 
It is late in the day to talk of the propensity of the humbler classes 
to touch and deface what they cannot appreciate. The decorous 
conduct of the thousands who have long had access to our temple 
of art, has refuted the scandal, and vindicated the character of the 
artisan, the journeyman, and the domestic. The upper and middle 
classes never needed a defence, for they have always been among 
the devoted admirers and munificent patrons of the best works the 
walls of the Academy could display, And with attention and 
study has come the faculty of criticism — a fact which the candi- 
dates for fame and pence would do well to bear constantly in 
mind, Formerly they fattened on the nihil vituperare of an igno- 
rant multitude. Let them be studious not to imbue, by habits of 
indifference and carelessness, a more intelligent and instructed 
public with the fatal doctrine — nihil admirari.

‘The Incumbered Estates Bill was read a third time and passed. 

The Marquis of WsrME ATA moved a resolution to the effect, that the existing 
laws of landiord and tenant in Ireland are not calculared to regulate equitably the 
duties, reciprocal obligations, and interests of the parties in their relacions in that 
country, and, under actual circumstances, require immediate revision and amend- 
ment; and that it is not consonant to justice to impose further burdens and re. 
sponsibilities on land in that country previous to such revision. The Noble 
Marquis made a lengthened exposition of the working of the law, to establish 
that there was in Ireland such a usurpation of the s-i! as amounted to an annihi. 
lation of the rights of property. His object was to bring about a change in the 
laws.—The Marquis of Lansdowne had a great objection to the affirmation of 
any abstract resolution condemnatory of the Jaws, unless the House were pre- 
28 with a remedy. It would not be advisable to enter upon so difficult a sub- 

ect of legislation at this period of the session. He admitted that the state of the 
law of landlord and tenant in Ireland required consideration, though he was not 
prepared to enter upon it, therefore he would not directly oppose the resolution, 
but would move as an amendment to the motion that the other orders of the da 
bo proceeded with.—The Marquis of Wesrmeati expressed himself satisfied wit 
the admission made by the President of the Council, and withdrew his motion.

Sir G. Grey, in answer to Sir W. JOLLIFFE, stated that he had received com- 
municationsifrom the College of Physicians, the College of Surgeons, and from 
the National Institute of General Practitioners, requesting that he would receive 
deputations from these bodies, in order that they might state their objections to 
the Medical Registration and Medical Law Amendment Bill, introduced by Mr. 
Wakley, and had no doubt, therefore, that the Hon. Member would postpone the 
further consideration of the Bill, until these objections had been heard, and the 
Government had had time to consider them; a proposition which, ata subsequent 
period of the sitting, was agreed to. 

The Drainage of Lands Bill, after a short discussion, in which Col. Sinrnoar 
urged the introduction of a clause giving security to copyhold tenants for im- 
provements made by them ; and Lord LINCOLN, in reply, expressing his belief 
aa such an object ought to be effected by a separate Bill, went through com- 
mittee, 

Mr. WALPOLE moved the second reading of the Registration of Voters Bill. 
The principal objects of the Bill were to protect the bond fide elector against the 
repetition of frivolous objections, when once he had sustained his vote, to draw 
a distinction between objections taken against the merits of the qualification and 
those which were merely technical; and, at the same time, while giving the 
fullest power to the objector to purify the register, to prevent the exercise of 
that power in a vexatious manner. The Hon. Gentleman then proceeded to 
state the machinery by which these objects were proposed to be carried out: 
complained of the practice, though no remedy was proposed in the present mea. 
sure, which was every day becoming more prevalent, of making voters by splitting 
the premises, in right of which they proposed to register ; and condemned the 
present mode of appointing the revising barristers, and that of paying them 
which, so long as it continued, could not free them from the suspicion of political 
bias.— Sir G. Grey, though not approving of the whole details of the Bill hoped 
as it emanated from the report of a committee containing ver valuable sugges- 
tions, that the House would consent to give it a second reading.—Mr. BRIGHT 
after stating that he would not object to the second reading of the Bill, referred 
to the fact that the committee had been appointed with the view of exposing the 
system of registration which had been carried out by the Anti Corn-law League. 
and contended that the evidence of Mr. Wilson proved that that body had been 
priory justified in the course they had taken, while also other evidence taken 

y the committee satisfactorily cleared the character of that body from the sus- 
picion that they had improperly or injuriously interfered with the county regis- 
tration.—Mr. NWD ndATE said that no less than 50 persons had claimed to vote 
for the West Riding of Yorkshire out of one set of premises, called“ Bright's 
Buildings,” in Barnsley; and in another instance several claims were made 
under similar cireumstances, out of a place called Cobden” Street, the desig- 
nation of which localities excited the risibility of the House.

The Lorp CnANCELLOR took his seat on the woolsack at five o’clock. 

Several petitions were presented; and Lord'BROUGHaM complained of the 
want of accuracy of the clocks of the new Houses of Parliament. 

The Duke of Ricumonp regretted the second reading of the Lunatics Asylum 
Bill had been taken with so much haste and little warning. He had strong ob- 
Jections against the Bill, partly because it was an amendment of the Bill of last 
year, and because the seventh clause took away the control which last year’s Bil 
gave the quarter sessions o er the county money. He hoped it would not be 
pressed into Committee without giving those opposed an opportunity of noticing 
it. — Lord CAMPBELL said there would be ample notice given of the Bill going into 
committee. 

Lord BrouGHam rose to bring hefore their Lordships the present difficulties 
felt in commercial transactions. He said that the wool and cotton trade had 
Never been so good in this country. The orders for America could not be exe- 
cuted for the want of money for wages. His Noble Friend (Lord Ashburton) 
had told them that interest varied from 24 to 12 and 13 per cent., but he had been 
informed that 20 p-r cent. was a common per centage within zhe last few days. 
The money-lenders watched the proceedings of the Hotta: when a new railway 
Bill would pass, they would sav, in avery short time instalments will be called 
for, and such a fear will exist lest a forfeiture of shares would take place by non- 
payment, that we can make what terms we please.{— Lord LANSDOWNE said the 
Government would not lose sight of the suggestion.—Karl FITZWILLIAM said that 
it might have an injurious effect if the opinion, that the present monetary crisis 
was to be attributed to railways gained ground among the public. He thought 
that the present state of affairs was owing to many causes, among which rail- 
ways perhaps might take a prominent place, but they were not the sole cause of 
the present embarrassment.

Several Private Bills passed the third readings. Numerous petitions were also 
presented, and Mr. Hume gave notice that he intended to object to the proposi- 
tion for granting 620,000/. for Irish railways, until the fate of the Irish Poor 
Relief Bill was known. 

Mr. Ferranp wished to know why the Government had not paid back to Mr. 
Batt the 1000“. which he was fined in connection with Lord Cochrane, that Noble 
Lord having beeu exonerated.—Sir G. Grey said that some years ago an appli- 
cation had been made to the Home Secretary regarding this money. ‘The appti- 
cation was declined at the time, and no step had been taken in the matter since 
that time. He did not think the Government had any power to interfere. 

Sir Wittiam Verner then rose to call the attention of the House to the im- 
portation and sale of fire-arms in Ireland. In one case he knew that in a small 
village there were fire-arms sold to the extent of 1002., and ammunition to the 
same amount, and the person who sold it said that if he had double the quantity 
he could dispose of it. In another Case a poor tenant, after paying his rent, had 
returned to him by his landlord 27. for the purpose of purchasing provisions for 
his family, and the observation he made was that the money would purchase him 
a very good gun. The Hon. Member then read several letters to a similar pur- 
port, and proceeded to say that the subject was considered of such serious im- 
portance that four judges on their circuits had thought it necessary to draw 
atrention to it in their charges. The first charge which he would read was that 
of Judge Jackson. That learned judge described the intimidating letters which 
had been distributed throughout Ireland as resembling in appearance the 

roclamations of the Crown, bearing the royal arms, and atl the other decorative 
eatures of those documents. He had been asked by a friend of his to presenta 
petition to the House on this subject, from the town of Roscrea, complaining of 
the facilities afforded to the public for the purchase of flre-arms. The Hon. 
Member then read a letter froin the Earl of Glengall, stating that the auction of 
arms was continually going forward in ‘Tipperary, and conducted by the very 
poorest order of merchants. He had it also, on the authority of Mr. W. Wilson, 
that in the same county they could get a man shot for half-a-crown.

Germany. — lhe bill to detine the civil position of the Jews in 
Prussia is a curiosity in its way. At is divided into two parts. ‘The 
first relates to the Prussian Jews in general; the second to the ex- 
ceptional case of the Jews in Posen. The tirst poses of the part 
confers on the Jews in all the provinces except Posen equal rights as 
citizens with the Christiaus, and imposes upon them the discharge of 
the same duties. Paragraphs 2 to 14 (inclusive) prescribe the or- 
ganisation of the corporate bodies into which the Jews resident in 
each district are to be formed. At the head of each corporation are 
placed a president and a number of representatives proportioned to 
the number of members, upon whom devolves the enactment of bye- 
Jaws, and management of the corporate business, and who are to be 
the organ of the corporation for conveying its complaints to the civil 
authorities. Paragraphs 16 to 23 (inclusive) relate to the religious 
organisation of the Jews, and consist Principaily of promises of non- 
interference on the part of the state. The only important innovation 
is the recognition of a sanhedrim of nine members, who are to meet 
at Berlin as often as necessary for the settlement of polemieal or dis- 
ciplinarian questions. Paragraphs 24 to 33 (inclusive) relate to 
Jewish charities and Jewish schools, and make little or no alteration 
in the existing law. Paragraph 34 ordains that the Jewish presi- 
dents shall take measures to compel every boy of their communion 
on leaving the school to learn a useful trade, and every young colle- 
gian to embrace a learned profession, instead of becoming itinerary 
artisans or pedlars. Paragraphs 35, 36, and 37 prescribe the condi- 
tions upon which the Jews are permitted to hold public offices, 
Jews are to be admitted to all offices, civil and military, which do not 
confer any executive authority ; they may act as arbitrators in contro- 
versies between parties ot their own communion; they may be ap- 
pointed professors (except in divinity) in all universities and institu- 


tions whose statutes do not exclude them. Though Jews may acquire 
landed property, all political and judicial privileges appertaining to 
estates remain in desuetude so long as thev are owned by Jews. Pa- 
ragr ph 37 abolishes the exclusion of Jews from certain industrial 
professions. Paragraph 39 declares that Jews shall be admitted to 
take oaths in judicial processes, the same as other citizens, The only 
other provision of moment in this part is contained in paragraph 42, 
which declares that before foreign Jews cün be naturalised, a special 
permission must be obtained from the minister of the interior. 

Prussian Finance.—By the law of 18th January, 1820, it is 
enacted that the excess of receipts over expenses in the coffers of the 
state in 1819 and the subsequent years, should serve as a fund to en- 
able the Prussian army to be put at any time on a war footing, with- 
out new taxes onthe people. The present king, on his accession, 
found the fund in a satisfactory state, from the strict economy that 
had been observed after the expenses incurred by the military prepa- 
rations of 1830 and 1831; and from Ist July, 1840, to 31st December, 
1846, the fund has been increased by 7,624,964 thalers (upwards of 
30,000,000fr.). The total amount of this war fund is, however, not 
stated. Relative to different special funds, the control of which is 
confided to the treasury, the first and most important is derived from 
the realisation of paper money. Having risen to 4,520,000 thalers, a 
royal order decided that 4,000,000 thalers should be taken from this 
source for charitable purposes. The second fund is created by the 
sums obtained for horses of the disbanded regiments of the landwehr, 
which are made over to the regular cavalry. It amounts at present 
to 324.326 thalers. The third fund is formed by the profits derived 
from the post office, after deducting 200,CO0 thalers paid to the trea- 
sury. This fund is devoted to the encouragement of the arts, and to 
the payment of unforeseen expenses of public worship. It was from 
it that the amount necessary to the establishment of the Protestant 
bishopric at Jerusalem was taken, ‘The total amount which has been 
disbursed from it is 574.046 thalers. The fourth fund, which is left 
at the disposal of the king, is destined to assist distressed landed pro- 
prietors, merchants, soldiers, and others, with loans on mortgage or 
on simple acknowledgments. The amount in hand has been as high 
as 890,513 thalers, but at present it is only 637,627 thalers. 

Russta, — The laws of Russia not only admit of arrest for debt, 
but inflict the punishment of imprisonment for a shorter or longer 
curation, according to the circumstances under which the debt is 
contracted. This last provision has however for some time fallen 
into desuetude, at Jeast so far as the nobles were concerned. But 
the emperor has lately sent a ukase to the minister of justice, de- 
siring that in future the origin and nature of every question of debt 
brought before them should be scrupulously investigated by the 
tribunals, and the provisions of the law rigorously appiied, without 
regard to the rank or quality of the party indebted. 

INTERNATIONAL Coryricur. —In the convention concluded be- 
tween the Queen of Great Britain and the King of Prussia, on the 
13th of Mav, 1846, for the reciprocal protection of copyright against 
piracy, it was stipulated that the German states, which together with 
Prussia compose the Zollverein, should have the right of acceding to 
the convention. On the 30th ult. the plenipotentiary of the Duke 
of Brunswick at Berlin, Baron Von Roeder, declared that his master 
acceded to the convention, and that its stipulations would come into 
operation in Brunswick from and after the Ist of April, 1847. 

Tue Revenue.—The tables have been published of the national 
income and expenditure for the year ending the 5th inst. The total 
receipts were 54, 493,761“. 19s. 10d., and the expenditure 51,708,570% 
16s, 2d., giving an excess over expenditure of 2,765,191“. 3s. 8d. 
The principal items of receipt, dropping the odd numbers, are— Cus- 
toms, 21,000,000/. ; Excise, nearly 14,000,000/ ; Stamps, 7,600 000“.; 
Land and Assessed Taxes, 4, 237, 000/.; Property Tax, 5,464,000/. 
The total charge of the funded debt on the other side of the account 
is 27.636,1941., and the remaining large items are, Army, 6,500.CO0L ; 
Navy, 7,700,000/. ; Ordnance, 2,645,000/. ; Miscellaneous, including 
550,000}. on account of distress in Ireland, nearly 4,000,000/. ‘The 
balances in the Exchequer on the 5th inst. were 5,459,000“. 

Britis Consuts ix Turkey. — An order in council has been 
issued regulating the jurisdiction of British consuls in Turkey. It 
orders that in all cases of British subjects accused before these 
functionaries of arson, cutting, stabbing, &c., the proceedings shall 
be conducted in the presence of assessors, and it will be lawful for 
consuls to send anv person convicted of such offences out of the 
dominions of the Porte. In cases of fine or imprisonment security 
shall be given for the good conduct of the party so punished after the 
payment of the fine, or the expiration of the termit nenen 
Any person refusing to give such security, it shall be lawful to send 
out of the Ot‘oman dominions. 

Merrorouitan Porice.— The annual return of the number of 

ersons taken into custody by this body during 1846, has just been 
issued, The total number of persons taken into custody was 62.834, 
being 42,269 males, and 20,565 females. Of this number, 31,389 
were discharged by the magistrates, 26,333 summarily disposed of, or 
held to bail by the magistrates, and 5112 committed for trial, The 
very large proportion (one-half of the whole number) of persons 
arrested, who were afterwards discharged by the magistrates, is a fact 
deserving some consideration, for although it is true that many are 
discharged for want of evidence sufficiently clear to ensure convic- 
tion, yet still there must be a great excess of persons arrested who 
have just cause to complain of having the stain of suspicion wrongly 
fixed upon them. Of those committed, 3828, or 74 per cent. of the 
committals, were convicted and sentenced; 878, or 164 per cent. 
were acquitted ; and in 406, bills were not found, or not prosecuted. 
As regards the degree of instruction of those arrested, 22,223 could 
neither read nor write; 35,470 could read only, or read and write im- 
perfectly ; 4632 could read and write well; and only 509 had received 
a superior education, 

Woxxnouses.—It appears that (at the date of the last census) the 
population of 603 unions and single parishes under the Poor Law 
Amendment Act and local Acts having workhouses was 15,074,019 ; 
and the population of 23 unions, &c., that have no r was 
485,317; thus making the total population of 626 unions and parishes 
under the Poor Law Amendment Act and local Acts 15,559,336. 

Tur Exchraurx.— Accounts printed by parliamentary command 
show that the gross total amount of Moneys received in the vear 
ending the Sth of April, 1847, to the account of her Majesty’s Exche- 
quer, at the Bank of England, was 61,031.554l., of which 21,086,264/. 
accrued 9199 onesie: 13,958,390. from Excise, 7,633,765! from 
5 a BEOL. fre 39, trom assessed taxes, 1,118,800/. from land tax, 

464.5601, from the income tax, 1, 118,098“. from the repayments of 
advances on account of public works; and the rest from miscel- 
laneous sources. The payments made by the Bank of England 
appear to have amounted to 57,593,328l. The balance of income 
remaining in the coffers of the Bank of England on the Sth of April 
last amounted to 4,552,558/., and that in the Bank of Ireland to 
530,096/, ; making together a gross total balance “in the bankers’ 
hands” of 5,082,654. 

Ten Pounn Houses. — From a return recently printed by order 
of the House of Commons, that the namber of houses of the annual 
value of 10l. in the cities and boroughs in England and Wales, re- 
turning members to Parliament, is 498,425, of which 10,663 are in 
Wales. The numbers of persons occupying such houses, who were 
omitted from the lists of voters made out on and after the 20th of 
July last, for non-payment. of taxes, were, in England, 18,065; in 
Wales, 808; total, 18,873.

Berwick. — The preliminary proceedings for the erection of the 
railway bridge across the Tweed are progressing, and the site on the 
south side of the river is at present covered with workshops and 
workmen. In the course of the excavations making in Ord Fields, 
on Monday, the skull, with some other bones of a human body, in a 
very complete state of preservation. were turned up. As no trace of 
there ever having been a cemetery here is on record, the discovery 
may be regarded as somewhat strange. 

Wancronp.—A few days since a labouring man named John 
Jarmy and his wife, were admitted as in-door paupers at the Wang- 
ford union house, at Shipmeadow, and, as is customary, they were 
taken to separate apartments to exchange their own clothing for that 
of the union, attended by the usual officials. The matron, who was 
present with the woman, observing that her pockets were very heavy, 
asked what they contained, to which she replied, “only a few rags; ” 
but this not satisfying Mrs. Hammond, she examined the contents, 
and found, sewed up in different parcels, 132“. 4s., consisting of 111 
sovereigns, and the remainder in silver; there were also three 
savings bank books, in which were acknowledged deposits in the 
Norwich Savings Bank to the amount of 1604 ; making a total of 
292¼. 4s.; there were found also nine silver tea spoons, a table-spoon, 
and a pair of sugar tongs, 

Wincuester.—W, Stock, Esq., of the western circuit, has been 
appointed recorder of this city, in the room of W. Burge, Esq., who 
has resigned. 

Doxcuester.—The tunnel near Southampton, on the Dorchester 
Raiiway, was declared to be finished on Saturday last. On Sunday 
a portion of it fell in with a terrible crash. Many persons, just be- 
fore the accident, had been examining the spot, but no lives were lost. 

Ossorne.—Her Majesty's visit to Osborne has been deferred for a 
few days. It is merely a visit of inspection of the works in progress. 
The roof of the new building which is to form the centre of the ca- 
pacious palace of Osborne is on, and the walls are undergoing the 
process of plastering, ‘The structure now in progress is in the rear, 
but contiguous to the old house. It now towers considerably above 
the trees, and is seen to advantage from the roads both at East and 
West Cowes. The whole building, when complete, will be con- 
nected with the west wing by a corridor. The valley which fronted 
the old mansion bas been filled up, and magnificent terrace’, in the 
Italian style, are in an advanced state, gradually dropping one be- 
neath the other until they approach the beach. The park has been 
thoroughly drained, and many beautiful and romantic drives laid out, 
the whole planted with choice evergreens: and in the short space of 
a couple of years the furze-field, copse, and uncultivated estate has 
been brought to its present appearance. The whole is the private 
property of the Sovereign, and as such it is considered; strangers, 
consequently, are excluded, unless business calls them to the place, 
It has, however, been intimated, that when the whole works are 
complete, the public will be occasionally admitted, as at Windsor 
and the other royal palaces, 

Wexseck ABBEY. — On Wednesday evening last a fire broke out 
in the stack-yurd of the Duke of Portland, at Wood Barn, near 
Welbeck Abbey. A few minutes before the flames were discovered 
a gamekeeper passed through the stack-yard, and saw no indication 
of fire, but on returning towards home he perceived the flames. 
There being a scarcity of water, the fire quickly destroyed three 
stacks — one of oats, one of seeds, and one of straw. The damage 
has been estimated at 4000. By great exertions the farm buildings 
were preserved, 

Mainsroxx. — It is proposed to establish a hop-market at Maid- 
stone, and steps have been taken to obtain support for the project, 
which appears likely to be realised. The example of Lewes is Quoted 
in favour of the plan, 

Irewien. — An inquest was held here on Monday upon the body 
of Elizabeth Eager. It was proved that the deceased travelled the 
country in company with an English girl; the one playing a tam- 
bourine, the other a “ piano,” which, whilst in use, was supported by 
a thick rod of wood. ‘They had been amusing with their rude music 
some men in a tap-room at Ipswich, when a drunken listener, named 
Geo. Barker, took possession of the piano stick, and when the girls 
left the house refused to give it up. He followed them to their 
lodgings, and made proposals which were refused. The poor Ger- 
man attempted to persuade Barker to restore the stick, saying that 
“her master would make a row about it;“ but he obstinately re- 
fusing, she attempted to seize it, when he struck her a blow on the 
head which caused her death. When taken into custody the accused 
said, “ I gave her blow, but she'll be all right in the morning.” ‘The 
inquest was adjourned. 

Liverroot. — On Tuesday the Britannia sailed with mail and 
passengers for Halifax and Boston. On Monday she had on board 
250,000“. in specie, 150,000/. of which was shipped by the house of 
Rothschild, and 100,000. by the house of Messrs. Brown, Shipley, 
and Co.; but on Monday evening the latter firm withdrew the 
100,000/., so that the sum actually gone out is 150,0007. 

Denny. — Mrs. Osborne, who was so savagely attacked by the 
murderer Cross, after he had perpetrated the murder of his wife, died 
on the 29th ult, The murderer cut her fingers so badly that morti- 
fication of one of them took place, and she had it cut off about a 
month ago, an operation which she bore with great fortitude. 

Winpsox ToW N. — A bill is about to be introduced into the House 
of Commons, by Viscount Morpeth, for the purpose of empowering 
the Commissioners of Woods and Forests to carry into eflect some 
extensive alterations, long contemplated, in the approaches to the 
castle and town of Windsor, in order to ensure greater privacy to the 
court while residing at the Castle, From the very extensive nature 

' of the contemplated improvements, involving the purchase of a great 
number of houses and the expense of building two new bridges 
across the Thames, it is stated that the grant of a sum considerably 
exceeding 150,000. will be required to carry the whole into eflect, 

Borrowstounrss.—On ‘Tuesday morning an engine stalk which 
has lately been erected near the School Yard Pits, Bo'ness fell with 
a tremendous crash, in the direction of the School-brae, destroying 
one bouse of four stories in height, and another of one story. The 
inhabitants of the buildings were buried in the ruins, from which one 
female was taken out dead, and several others severely injured, Itis 
remarkable that more lives were not lost, as the road over which the 
stalk fell is the one leading to the parish school, and the accident 
happened at the very hour of the assembling of the school. 

A ROCHESTER. — l'homas O'Brien, belonging to the oth Regiment of 
Foot, quartered in Chatham barracks, was brought before the magis- 
trates at Rochester, on Monday, charged with uttering a receipt for 
a post-office order, with intent to defraud the post-office authorities, 
On the 17th of March the prisoner was deputed to distribute the post 
letters for the regiment, Amongst the letters was one for Aaron 
Randle, a comrade, containing a post office order for 15s., of which 
the prisoner at once possessed himself, and having forged the signa- 
ture of Sergeant Lynch, whom he knew to be in the habit of signing 
such documents, as a guarantee of its correctness, he proceeded to 
the post-office at Chatham, where he attached to it the signature of 
Aaron Randle, obtained payment, and absconded with the money. 
He was committed to Maidstone gaol for trial at the next assizes. 

BIRKENHEAD, — There are now about twenty large and small ves- 
sels lying in these docks, all busily engaged in taking in or discharg- 
ing goods, and the quays present ‘a scene of great animation, The 
Warehouse Company have just completed the discharge of their 
third cargo, and to-morrow commence with another cargo of sugar, 
the second war. housed in this port. The first locomvtive came down 
the extension line with sixty tons of iron for shipment on Monday. 
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Enrinsurcu.—Accounts have been received of the total loss of th® 
ship Exmouth, of Newcastle, from Londonderry, with 240 pas“ 
sengers and crew, for Quebec. It appears the unfortunate vessel 
sailed from Londenderry on Sunday the 25th ult., had her canvas all 
blown away during the severe storm on Monday and Tuesday,—that 
she became perfectly unmanageable, and at half-past 12 on Wednes- 
day morning drifted on the rocks at Ballanavie, on the west coast of 
Islay, with so great a force that she went to-pieces in ten minutes 
after she struck.. The captain, crew, and passengers were all Jost, 
with the exception of three sailors, who were in the shrouds, and 
who were thrown upon the rocks. 

The particulars of this appalling disaster are as follows: —On Sun- 
day, the 25th of April, at 3 o’clock in the morning, the bark Ex- 
mouth, of 320 tons, carrying a crew of 11 men and emigrant passen- 
gers to the number of 240, left Londonderry on her voyage to Que- 
bec. At 4 in the afternoon she lost sight of land, and at eleven the 
same night a violent storm arose. The wind then, which had 
been blowing from the south-west, flew round to the north, anda 
tremendous gust tore away both the topsails. Two others were im- 
mediately bent, but these also were blown from the gaskets. As 
morning broke the tempest increased, and the master, instead of 
standing westward for sea-room, ran for shore in a south-easterly di- 
rection, expecting to make a harbour of refuge. All Monday and 
Tuesday the gale continued with unabated fury. More canvass was 
lost and some spars carried away. The sea rolled mountains high, 
and the vessel pitched awfully. At length, at 11 on Tuesda, night, 
a light was seen on the starboard quarter, supposed to be that on 
Tory Island, off the north-west coast of Ireland. In this belief the 
master continued his course; but, as he neared the land, the light 
was observed to be a flashing instead of a stationary one, and the 
error was discovered. ‘Too late, however; for every effort to claw 
off shore was wholly ineffectual, and at half-past 12 on Wednesday 
morning the ship struck. ‘The fatal light shone from the Scotch, 
and not from the Irish coast, and it was upon the lofty rocks of Islay, 
westward of the Rhinns Point, that the Exmouth met her fate. Of 
he 252 souls on board three only survived to tell the tale. 

In the early part of last week a continuous storm of wind and rain 
was experienced in Edinburgh from the south-west. On ‘Tuesday 
morning, after a short lull, the storm descended with renewed force, 
threatening destruction to everything within its range; the force of 
the wind on Tuesday, as indicated by the anemometer at the end of 
Granton Pier, was 18} lbs. on the square foot. A melancholy acci- 
dent occurred during the storm. A can on a vent in Professor 
Syme's house, Charlotte Square, having become insecure and threat- 
ening to descend to the street, to the imminent danger of the inbabit- 
ants, a slater was employed to remove it; he had ascended to the top 
of the vent, when a heavy blast swept him from his position and he 
fell to the ground, He was so severely bruised that he died imme- 
diately, The gale was severely felt in the Frith, The Britannia 
steamer, from Dundee, was upwards of four hours behind her time; 
she had on board some cattle, one or two of which were drowned 
from the breaking of the sea over them. The Prince Albert steamer 
was forced to seek shelter in Cnarlestown, and in making that har- 
bour ran foul of a brig which was taking in coals, and broke both her 
masts, the Albert at the same time having one of her paddle-boxes 
broken to pieces. The passengers were landed at Charlestown, the 
master of the Albert considering it unsafe to proceed farther on the 
voyage. Two sloops went ashore at Leven, and lay high and dry on 
the beach, which fortunately is soft and shelving. The Aberdeen 
papers also state that the gale of ‘Tuesday was telt severely in that 
quarter, but no particular damage is recorded. 
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IRELAND. 


Denix. — The slight improvement in his Excelleney's health, 
which took place on Saturday night, has not abated. The answer 
to inquiries on Monday was, “ His Excellency is nothing worse, 
but rather improving.” 

The bulletin of the 4th inst. is as follows: —‘ His Excellency 
had more cough than usual last night, and does not feel quite so well 
as he was yesterday.” 

Srare or tue Country, — The western landlords, particularly 
about Ballina, are alarmed at the extent of emigration among their 
tenantry. The good, or rather those removed in a very few degrees 
from dependent misery, are“ fleeing the wrath to come,” carrying off 
their small capital, and leaving the landlord to, his writ of ne ereat / 
This process leaves behind the most hopeless pauperism, the material 
that fills workhouses and hospitals, raises rates, and cannot till the 
land. In consequence, the proprietors are anxious to keep in the 
most promising of their tenantry; but their anxiety is disregarded, 
and all who can muster five pounds for passage money are on the 
wing to “a farcher west.” 

In a southern paper are given the total committals for the city of 
Cork in the first quarter of the several years between 1836 and 1847 
inclusive. ‘The quarterly average of the first quinqueanial period to 
1840, was 380; and of the second to 1845, about 242, showing a de- 
crease of nearly 26 per cent. In 1846, the committals amounted to 
256, aud in 1847 to 547, or an increase of more than 100 per cent. on 
last year. ‘Lhe increase will appear in a still stronger light on com- 
paring the returns for 1843 with those of the present year, The total 
committals for 1843, from the Ist of January to the 31st of Decem- 
ber, were 659; and from the Ist of January to the S0ch of April, 
1847, 547: so that the committals for a single quarter of 1847 are 
only less by 112, or about 20 per cent., than the committals of the 
entire year 1843. It also appears that che average maintenance of 
convicts is a fraction more than 1s. a day, while the paupers in the 
Cork workhouse are fed, clothed, &c., at an average cost of 1s. 11d. 
per week, or about 34d. per diem. z 

Rerrera Association, -The usual weekly meeting of the Repeal 
Association was held on Monday. Mr. E. W. Omahoney presided. 
The commander of the Victor, Captain Clarke, was présent for a 
short time. The Victor has brought hither a cargo of Indian corn 
and flour from the ladies’ relief committee of New York. The pro- 
ceedings were commenced by Mr. John O'Connell, who proposed 
that on ‘Thursday next there should be a special meeting of the asso- 
ciation, to return adequate thanks, aud pass suitable addresses to the 
American people for the kindness and benevolence they had mani- 
fested towards the afflicted inhabitants of Ireland ja this season of 
famine, ‘The Rev. Mr. Coghlan, a Roman Catholic clergyman, of 
Mayo, in referring to the distress in the parish of Kilmoree, where 
he administers, reprobated in very strong terms the neglect of the 
landlords, Ile stated that his parish, a large portion of the surface 
of which is bog and mountain, is owned by two proprietors. Ahe 
one is Lord Dillon, who resides near London; the ether is Mr. 
Knox, of Castlerea. Neither the nobleman nor the commoner had, 
during the present awful time, given a sixpence to the relief com- 
mittee of the parish, An immense number of letters from various 
districts, professing to give the census of the deaths caused this year 
by destitution and disease, were read; after which, Mr, Jobn O'Con— 
nell spoke upon the aspect of social and political affairs The rent 
for the week exceeded 25. 

Mr. O'CoxxxLL's HEALTH, — Letters were received in Dublin 
on Monday from Mr. O'Connell's travelling companions, ‘The ace 
counts they contain respecting his health are far from encouraging. 
He is at present at Avignon, and so weak has he become, that it is 
deemed advisable by his medical attendants that he should remain 
there for two or three months, before he proceeds upon his further 
journey to Rome. 

On Saturday last, a dreadful murder was committed upon a man 
named Edmund Doogan, at Doon, near Broadford. He was fired at 
from behind a ditch by two men, and when he feil they fractured his 
skull in several places, and cut his throat, nearly severing his head 
from his body. The cause assigned for this savage murder is, that 
the deceased, two years since, purchased a reversionary lease of some 
land, the titie to which expired this May. 

Execution, — On I riday, the 30th ult., the extreme sentence of 
the law was e tried into effect at Lifford, on Samuel Crammer, who 
had been found guilty at the late assizes for the county of Donegal 
of the murder ot his father. His wi e had also been convicted with 
him of the same offence, but the prerogative of m rey was exercised 
in her favour by the lord-zieutenaut, aud her punishment commuted 
to transportation for life.

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COLONIES. 


Sourn Austratta.—The development of the mineral wealth of 
the colony was engaging much attention at Svan River, Ou 997 
16th of September last, a company was formed, for the purpose 2 
accertaining and working the mineral resources of the colony. 
About 5000 shares (of 24. each) were taken before the 30th of last 
month. The greatest excitement has been occasioned by the, disco- 
very of a fine bituminous coal to the north of Perth. It was disco- 
vered in the month of August or September, by the Messrs. Gre- 
gory, who started from the settled part of the colony on the 7th of 
the former, and returned to it on the 22d of the latter month, having 
travelled in the interim 1100 miles by computation, The coal is un- 
derstood to be situated on the Irwin river, about 200 miles north of 
Fremantle, and 40 miles inland. The discoverers describe the 
country intervening between the out.crop of coal and the sea as too 
steep for a canal, but sufficiently adapted for a tram-road. “ There 
were two seams of coal, one 5 the other 6 feet thick; the immediate 
jie of the nearest strata being red sand-stone, black shale, white clay, 
5 feet coal, red sand-stone, black shale, white clay; 6 feet coal, red 
sand-stone, black shale, wnite clay; here the strata became buried, 
so that the next coal seam was not visible. The first 100 feet of 
depth was red sand-stone,” A schooner brought 5 cwt of it to 
Fremantle on the 28th of December last. ‘The communication 
with the coast was of a fair description, along a country almost 
level, and calculated to form a god hard road without any outlay 
of capital. ‘ 

‘The Royal Mail Steam-packet Company has completed its ar- 
rangements for forwarding passengers and goods across the isthmus 
from Chagres to Panama. Passengers now embark at Southampton 
as secure of being comfortably and punctually conveyed to Panama 
in 34 days, as if their destination were Suez, The distance from 
Panama to Sydney is 7900 miles. In the course of this passage, light 
bafiling winds are often found to prevail off the coast of South Ame- 
rica, but the souch east trade wind prevails for the greatest part of the 
run, Schooners adapted to the navigation of these latitudes have 
been found to perform the voyage at the average speed of seven knots 
an hour; and were such vessels to be fitted up with steam engines 
and screw propellers, this average rate could be ensured throughout 
every voyage. At this rate a propeller from Panama would reach 
the Marquesas in 22 days, thence to Tahiti in 4, to Auckland or 
Cook’s Straits in 13, and to Sydney in 7. Making allowance for 
stoppages of 19 days at Sydney, of 3 days on the outward voyage at 
Chagres, and 4 on the homeward at Panama, with fractions of days 
consumed in stoppages at the Marquesas, Tahiti, and New Zealand, 
the voyage from London to Sydney might be made by this route in 
gt days; the return of post would be 193 days. 
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OVERLAND MAIL. 


Iu DIA. — The Indian mails of the 1st of April have arrived. There 
is a great mystery respecting the death of Akbar Khan, the notorious 
Wuzeer of Cabool. Tne“ Delhi Gazette” asserts, on the authority 
ofits Cabool correspondent, that Akbar Khan had, in concert with 
the chiefs of Candahar, who receive annually large sums from Persia, 
entered into a league with the Shah for the invasion of British India, 
via Shirkarpore. Despatches to that effect are said to have been re- 
ceived by the Supreme Government, The journey of Akbar Khan 
from Caboot to Candahar in last December is said to have been 
undertaken for the preceding purpose. Akbar Khan subsequently 
returned to Cabool, hada dispute with his father, went then to attack 
the chief forts of the Ghilzies, which he did with his wonted ferocity. 
Akbar Khan's troops were encamped near Gundamuck, already 
famous for the treacherous slaughter of the British troops. Here 
that chief became ill, as it is affirmed, of poison, and he proceeded 
towards Jellalabad, and died at Lughman The death of Akbar was 
reported at Cabool on the 9th of February, to the great satisfaction 
of some of the inhabitants. 

Lanone.—Colonel Lawrence governs the Sikhs with the utmost 
caution. IIe and the other British agents are endeavouring to bring 
about the quiet submission of the mountain chiefs to Ghoolab Sing, 
and of the Naziin of Moultan and the other chiefs to the government 
of Lahore. ‘Tranquillity prevails at Lahore, and it is expecied that 
by economising the finances suflicient money will be spared to carry 
out various improvements. ‘There are, however, various symptoms 
of dissatisfaction exhibited by certain parties, who are not well 
affected towards the British. Some of the roads are infested with 
plunderers. Major Lawrence reached Peshawur before the news of 
the death of Akbar Khan, and was well received. He caused the 
Sikh troops there to be paid and properly clothed, — i 

The utmost vigilance of the British authorities 13 now required to 
waten the intrigues which are at Central Asia, The endeavour of 
Akbar Khan to create an expedition against India has been brought 
to light by the late attempt of the Candahar chiefs, who, with a body 
of men, advanced through the Bolan Pass. They came througn, 
as it was lately asserted at Bombay, for the purpose of compelling 
the people of the Sebee country to pay tribute. This country, as it 
is known, lies to the eastward of the Suleiman mountains, The 
Candabar chiefs sent troops to enforce the payment of the tribute 
said to be due to them, T'he robber tribes of the neighbourhood he. 
came alarmed, The Khan of Khelat sent an express to Sir Charles 
Napier, asking aid to protect the territory called Cuteh Gundava, 
which belongs to him, The British territories near Shikarpore also 
ran some risk, and Sir Charles Napier has the Scinde horse, under 
Captain Jacob, employed in scouring the frontiers. 

Scinbe continues tranquil, Sir C, Napier remains at Kurrachee 
with his family. The ex-ameer of Meerpore, who had long resisted 
the British forces, and who during the last four years has been an 
exile jn the mountains, has surrendered himself up to Col. Lawrence 
1 Pana and now receives a pension from the government of 

ndia.

The 
inhabitants of the Bombay and Bengal presidencies have made large 
subscriptions for the relief of the suffering poor of Scotland and Ire- 
land.

In Bombay the daily number of 
deaths was far less than in any of the last ten years. Both the judges 
were complaining of slight indisposition.

Duba made his escape into the 
forest, having first thrown away his arms. With the exception of 
fifteen, among whom is a son of Duba, made prisoners, all the in- 
habitants were put to the sword. ‘The Russians took away the 
horses, cattle, and arms, and then set fire to the village. The 
Russians had fifteen men and two officers killed, and sixty wounded.

On the 
Ist day of the present month we published the first authentic intelli- 
gence of the battle of Buena Vista, in which General Taylor, with 
5000 men, defeated Santa Anna with 90,000. Since that date we 
have announced the recapture of Los Angeles, which had risen 
against the new authorities in California, and the re-establishment 
of American rule throughout that territory. Also the defeat and 
dispersion of the insurgents in New Mexico. Also the uncondi- 
tional surrender of Vera Cruz and the Castle of San Juan d' Ulloa, 
with 4000 trocps, to the American forces under General Scott. And 
lastly, the capture of Chihuahua, capital of the state of the same 
name,. by a force under Colonel Doniphan. Such a succession of 
victories (two of them most important) is something newiin our annals, 
and it is to be hoped may lead the Mexican government, if there be 
such a government, to treat for peace. If, however, it should beget 
in the minds of our people a thirst for military glory, it will prove to 
be the greatest calamity which ever befel us Peace is our element, 
and without it we cannot expect permanent or long-continued pros- 
peritv. If Mexico should now be inclined to negociate, we trust 
our, Government wil do itself the honour to offer hberal terms, such 
as will show to the world that as this war came upon us unexpectedly, 
and contrary to our most ardent wishes, so it has been prosecuted, 
not for territorial aggrandisement, nor to depress a weaker power, 
but because there has not been a moment since it broke out when 
Mexico would listen to propositions for peace, although overtures for 
that subject have been repeatedly tendered,” 

Mexico.—The American forees now number 10,000 men before 
Vera Cruz. They have cut off all communication, but in conse- 
quence of some gross mistake in the department of the quarter- 
master, they are totally without shelter, being unprovided with tents, 
consequently they have to remain on the scorching sand hills the 
whole of the day, and are saturated with deadly heavy dews all 
night, which at this period are most fatal, hey made another 
most disheartening discovery, namely, that nearly the whole 
of their artillery train has been left behind (at Matamoras). It may 
fairly be presumed that, under these circumstances, it will be some 
time before the Americans mu make prize of this place, if at all, 
and they must suffer fearful: teas in the attempt. Some skirmishing 
has already taken place ashore between the Ranchero cavalry and 
the American outposts, with the result of a loss to the latter of a 
colonel and eight men of the Tenessee volunteers. The Mexicans 
had a very few wounded, and these only slightly, scarcely anything 
to mention. The troops landed on the 9th aud 10th of March, and 
the first division (about 2000) got all their ammunition saturated 
in the surge, and remained four hours without a cartridge; for- 
tunately for them the enemy did not make any descent upon them, 
or awful would have been the carnage among the troops of Jonathan, 
‘The Mexicans have about 2500 infantry and 600 cavalry in the town, 
and 2000 well armed and trained patriots in the castle. A stiff 
norther is now biowing, which will commit sad discomfort and an- 
noyance among the invaders in the sand hills by the drift. Toa 
looker-on these features present a most engaging and deeply inter- 
esting aspect. ‘The issue remains to be seen, but to us there appears 
no apprehension, on the part of the Mexicans, of defeat.

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POLITICAL INDICATIONS. 

GREECE AND Purkey, — The quarrel between Greece and the 
Porte is daily becoming more envenomed. Ine Porte has certainly 
not as yet taken an offensive attitude, but its apparent moderation is 
only an exercise of patience, and not an indication of hesitation. 
Prussia, which power had originally appeared to waver, had openly 
declared in favour of England. Thè cabinet of Vienna had equally 
shown symptoms of indecision, for the last despatches from Prince 
Metternich intimated with suflicient clearness that Greece had no- 
thing to expect from that quarter. The presence of M. ‘Titoff in 
London was also significant, 

AUSTRIA AND Paussta.—The intervention of the German Confe- 
deration in Baden is an event which may be hourly expected, 
Austria and Prussia having communicated to the diet that the go- 
vernment of those states was not strong enough to put down the 
plots and conspiracies which were there hatched to disturb Switzer- 
land as well as Italy. Austria has also intimated her determination 
to intervene in Switzerland in case of need, and Count Appony, the 
Austrian ambassador at the -French court, communicated a note to 
M. Guizot, requesting to know the views of the French government 
on that subject. M. Guizot, in reply, stated that France fully parti- 
cipated in tne reasons which had been submitted to her, and that she 
was prepared to co-operate with Austria when the time arrived. The 
whole affair has given rise to much conversation in potitical circles in 
Paris, as Baden being almost bordering on the French frontier, has 
become the refuge for ceriain ill-disposed persons, whose only object 
seems to be, to disturb the tranquillity of Europe by rendering that 
city the focus of sedition.

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THE WEEK. 


Tun parliamentary business of the week has been of small public 
importance. Our second edition of last Saturday announced the 
result of the motion for applying 620,000/. to Irish railways, and 
the abstract to be found in another column shows what has been 
done since Monday last. The Factory Bill has been read a third 
time by a large majority. ; 

We have an arrival overland from India. All goes on well in 
the Punjaub. The Calcutta papers speak of“ moving accidents 
by flood“ i. e. shipwrecks in the river Hooghly ; new and bene- 
ficial laws originating with the expensive and inert law commis- 
sion, which has now been thirteen years in existence ; commer- 
cial depression and individual activity. The subscriptions raising 
at the three presidencies for the benefit of the suffering Irish and 
Scotch amounted to 12,0001, and it was expected that by the 
Ist inst. the sum of 20,000“. would be subscribed. 

The account of the capture of Vera Cruz and the surrender of 
the Castle of San Juan d’Ulloa to the American forces is con- 
firmed by a fresh arrival, These are great advantages to the 
Americans, who, however, are entreated by the pacific journalists 
not to suffer victory to inoculate them with a passion for military 
glory. 

The frequency with which we are ca c 1 rie 
cases of shipwreck is perfectly appalling. With every disposition 
to judge leniently of the unfortunate, we cannot avoid the conclu- 
sion, that ignorance and incompetency on the part of commanders 
have much to do with the majority of the disasters. A frightful 
ease occurred last week. The Exmouth of 300 tons left London- 
derry for Quebec on the 25th ult. ; soon after her departure a 
farious gale came on, continuing until the 28th ult., when she was 
driven on to the rocks on the western part of the coast of Islay, 
and completely wrecked. Two hundred and forty emigrants, in- 
cluding women and children, and eight out of eleven of the crew, 
lost their lives, the former being drowned in their berths, for the 
hatches were closed! A horrible mortality. The gale appears 
to have been terrific, but the vessel was a good sea boat, and 
might have lived out the gale had she had plenty of sea-room. 
But the captain was one hundred miles out of his reckoning, at 
least so say the three sailors who have been saved. 

The captain of her Majesty's steamer Thunderbolt has been 
tried by courtmartial and sentenced, with the master, to dismis- 
sal. It appears that, according to the Admiralty sailing direc- 
tions, all ships entering Algoa Bay, Cape of Good Hope, are di- 
rected to give the reef on which the Thunderbolt struck a clear 
offing of two miles; inthis instance the Thunderbolt was steered 
within one mile, and the officers admitted that if she had been 
kept according to the sailing instructions she would not have been 
lost. We think the practice of trying by court martial every 
captain in the navy who loses his ship pernicious and offensive in 
a general way, and should infinitely prefer a preliminary court of 
inquiry. In the present case, however, the disaster arose from 
one of those neglects which nothing can excuse, however dis- 
posed the public and the Crown may be to allow the previous 
good character of the unfortunate commander to weigh in mitiga- 
tion of punishment. 

In former times a paragraph headed “ Important from St. 
Petersburgh,” generally contained the announcement of the dis- 
covery of some new intrigue, or of some magnificent preparations 
which warranted apprehensions of a war. No matter how the 
paragraph was framed, it either set us speculating upon the state 
of our navy and the number of ships of war in the Baltic, or we 
directed inquiries into the defensive condition of British India, or 
dispatched fleets to the Bosphorus. But Russia, like countries 
more advanced in civilisation, has learnt that there are instru- 
ments of aggrandisement quite as efficacious as the sword, and 
much less destructive. She has got rich, and her bullion seems to 
suggest a means of acquiring new influences, and diminishing her 
national burdens. An imperial edict has been published, which 
so far from creating alarm has raised the drooping spirits and

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DANIEL O'CONNELL. 
Tun long and turbulent career of Daniel O'Connell seems to be 
rapidly drawing to a close. The fierce and restless spirit is all 
but quenched. The potent demagogue of three years ago has 
shrunk into the shuffling invalid. Of the wizard who swayed 
the millions of Tara and Clontarf, all that is left is a poor, sick, 
broken-minded, deserted old man. The latter days of O’Connell’s 
life — as we fear we may, without risk of the charge of heartless 
anticipation, pronounce the present to be —put one forcibly in 
mind of the closing scenes of Sir Walter Scott's career. In both 
cases, mind and body were stricken down by disease — in both 
cases the great powers which raised their possessors above their 
fellow men, passed rapidly away — in both cases the cares of at- 
tendant friends turned the steps of the dying towards Italy. Here 
the parallel ceases. Scott expired amid his own Border Hills, 
with the ripple of the Tweed in his ear. Will O’Connell ever 
survive to breathe his last in the land he did so much for, and so 
much against ? 

Was the “ Liberator” a true man ora hypocrite? It will be a 
question often asked — never satisfactorily answered. The cha- 
racter of Daniel O'Connell promises to be an everlasting bone of 
contention to historians. Like Cromwell, be will stand out in 
dark and shadowy relief; and thousands will say, “ Behold the 
greatest of patriots;” and thousands,“ Behold the greatest of 
knaves.” Perhaps the truth lies between the two extremes. Per- 
haps Daniel O'Connell had in him the stuff of which both knaves 
and patriots are made. He was great for good and great for evil. 
He did somewhat to promote the welfare of his fellow-country- 
men; he did much to destroy it. He freed them from some of 
the effects of old prejudices; he evoked and set up néw ones. 
He did somewhat to gain political privileges for Ireland, but he 
never eradicated an inherent vice in her social system. He in- 
creased Irish influence, but he never raised Irish character, Not 
a silly foible — not an unholy passion — not a petty vanity of his 
countrymen which he did not appeal to— which he did not evoke 
-—which he did not, as it were, labour to rear into a pyramid, that 
he might place the throne of his influence upon the summit. He 
had in him neither candour, nor fairness, nor political honesty. 
He had different words for different men. No two orators more 
unlike than Mr. O'Connell in Conciliation Hall and Mr. O’Con- 
nell in St. Stephen's. If the“ Liberator” does not believe that the 
end justifies the means, then does his life most foully belie his 
opinions. To work out a political object, he stuck at nothing. 
He flattered, he favoured, he denounced, he calumniated, he slan- 
dered, he lied. And yet again (most strenuously are we striving 
to hold the balance even) he had the power of impressing upon 
his hearers the conviction, that his very errors were occasioned 
by his yearnings after—by his steadfast aspirings towards—that 
which he deemed to be just, and good, and true. 

The future historian who seeks calmly to weigh the,merits and 
demerits of Mr. O'Connell, will probably be tempted to divide his 
political life into two great parts, — the triumphant struggle for 
Catholic emancipation, and the sham battle, we can call it 
nothing else, for the Repeal. ` 

Viewed from these two points Mr. O’Connell’s character assumes 
quite different aspects. Much may be said for his battle to pro- 
cure equality of civil rights for his co-religionists ; not one word, 
we conceive, can his greatest admirer, on this side of St. George’s 
Channel at least, find to urge in defence of the Repeal agitation— 
that most gigantic, most flimsy, yet, in one respect, most success- 
ful of national hoaxes. That Mr. O'Connell, for a moment, be- 
lieved in Repeal, we would not disparage his clear and prescient 
intellect by supposing. From first to last he knew it to be a 
humbug, a mere cry, a delusion out of which money could be 
squeezed, a political move to keep up his own importance on the 
board of public events. It was the grandest piece of juggling in 
the world’s records. But oh! had the myriads of the monster 
meetings but caught a glimpse of the secret, sneering thoughts 
which, even in the midst of his invocations to rise in their ma- 
jesty and assist their country’s right to sit throned among the na- 
tions, must have crowded into the Liberator’s mind, must have in 
his own brain transformed his glowing words into most biting 
mockery, how sudden, how awful, how instructive would have 
been the last speech, the last words—and assuredly they would 
have been his last—of the mighty demagogue. But blind, in their 
faith, they believed implicitly. The orator flattered them, they 
were tickled. He told them that they were the finest, the greatest 
people on earth; it was pleasant to credit it: he told them that 
they were the lambs and England the wolf. With the self-com- 
placency of their race they swallowed it all. They had only eyes 
for our sins, none for their own. Daniel O'Connell never told the 
Irish that they were about the most lazy, the most turbulent, the 
most savage people of Europe. That was a strain which would 
not have paid. England had done it all. 
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Irishmen in mud hovels and on watery potatoes. Down with 
England! The Union was the bann which cursed the land with 
barrenness and the people with hunger. Burst it, and a mille- 
nium would dawn over Erin! 

So spake O'Connell; and so believed his million on million of 
dupes. But a few summers and the gigantic bubble was blown 
to its fullest; Ireland was boiling over. England was startled. 
France and America on the tiptoe of expectation, Where is the 
mania now? Gone; gone with rotting potatoes, banished by the 
first sharp ery of famine. Ireland the bully is Ireland the beggar. 
England the Mother Brownrigg is England the Lady Bountiful. 
The dream of Repeal has passed away, its memory only to be 
revived in future ages—with the memory of its arch apostle and 
its founder, Daniel O’Connell. 
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THE CURRENCY QUESTION. 


The following useful summary of the facts connected with the 
Operations of the two opposite monetary systems of Pitt and 
Peel are extracted from an able letter upon the subject in the 
“ Morning Post” of Wednesday. 


During the late war, foreigners were no more bound to take 
Bank of England notes in exchange for their goods, than they are 
at present. They were welcome to gold, but then they could get 
gold only on condition of paying the fair price fur it. Our taxes in- 
creased prodigiously during the war; and through the influence of 
Pitt's monetary policy, as taxes increased, prices rose, ‘l'he price of 
gold rose, as the price of other exchangeable commodities; hence 
the prosperity, during the maintenance of Pitt's system, of all classes 
of British producers. Pitt's policy was, in all its influences, protec- 
tive of the producer against the idle consumer. Pitt's policy en- 
abled the producer to exact taxation prices from his customers. 
Peel's policy has been directed to precisely opposite objects. Peel 
has protected none, save usurers, annuitanis, and idle consumers in 
all their varieties. He has fixed the price of gold at the lowest level 
at that level which it has attained in the poorest and mos: lightly- 
taxed countries in the world, Gold at 3“. 17s. 104d. per ounce is 
gold estimated simply with reference to the cost of iis production in 
countries where it is found. The price of 3“. 17s. 104d. does not 
comprehend any portion of those taxes which are levied from the 
British producer, So long, therefore, as the British producer must 
meet all his engagemenis in gold estimated at its natural price, 
he cannot, it is clear, hope to receive full ¢aration prices for his com- 
modities. His foreign customer will not, at all events, pay him 
taxation prices. His foreign customer (after exaciing for foreign 
commodities as much of British taxation prices as Peel’s Currency 
Law permits to be levied) will refuse to take British goods in cx- 
change for his own, if the price of British goods shall rise much 
above the level of our fixed metaliic standard of value. The 
foreigner can always (thanks to Peel and his Jewish coadjutors !) get 
English gold at a low price. He will always, therefore, take British 
gold rather than British manufactures, whenever there is a tendency 
in British manufactures to become comparatively dear. When gold 
leaves this country, bankers refuse discounts. Trade is paralysed. 
Prices fall to a fearful extent; and when he can gain sufficiently by 
the operation, the foreigner, at length, condescends to send us back 
our gold in exchange for our law-cheapened commodities. 


It should never be forgotten, indeed, that low prices are a tax 
upon industry which produces for the benefit of the wealthy con- 
sumers—a tax in favour of the rich at the expense of the poor,

THE GAS CONDENSER. ; 

Vertical pipes conduct the gas from the retorts to the hydraulic 
main above them, and from thence it passes to the condenser. 

The gas when first obtained from the carbonised coal, and after 
leaving the retort, is in a highly heated and rarified condition, and is 
impregnated with various impurities which require a process of con- 
densation preparatory to consumption. ‘These impurities are bitu. 
minous vapour, ammoniacal gas, essential oil, and sulphuretted 
hydrogen, : : 

They undergo the process of condensation with a view to separate 
them (the volatile portions) from the gas which its present high de- 
sree of heat keeps in combination wich it. The coider the surface 
is over which the gas passes in its course to the purifier, the more 
complete is the process of condensation, But this last process is 
only preparatory to that accomplished in the purifier, as it extracts 
only some of the latent grosser impurities with which the gas while 
heated amalgamates. The tar and ammoniacal vapours are in a great 
measure precipitated by the loss of caloric, in a fluid state, and are 
separated from the gas, and on account cf their greater density sub- 
side and drain through the pipes appropriated for their reception. 

The weightier particles having deposited themselves, and the gas 
having decreased to a requisite scale of temperature, the lime, the 
purifying medium, becomes efficient to exert its powerful agency in 
liberating the gas from the sulphuretted hydrogen and other im- 
purities for which it possesses an affinity, and which are absorbed 
when the gas comes into contact with the lime in the purifyer. 

The folowing is a description of the plate No. 3, representing the 
condenser in use at the London Gas Works, Vauxhall, of Hutchi- 
son’s invention. 

Fig. 1. represents the condenser with the cover off, showing the 
perforated plates, by means of which the gas is completely divided 
and condensed before it is conducted inio the purifier. Having 
entered into the condenser at the pipe a, it rises through the first 
perforated plate, and passing over the division r, fig. 2., becomes 
further divided as it sinks through the second, and so on alternately, 
as it rises and falls, until it reaches the fifth division or plate at o, 
fig. 1., when it is compelled to retrograde and traverse a second range 
of perforated plates like the first, entering at p, and continuing its 
course until it rises again at r and enters the third division, and finally 
leaves the condenser at the exit pipe s, having been divided and sub- 
divided sixteen times; by which operation not one particle of gas 
leaves the condenser in its primitive state. 

ddd, lig. 2., isa tank filled with water surrounding the condenser 
which cools the gas; a, the main or pipe by which it enters; g the 
exit pipe; , D, x, F, G upright plates, below and over which the gas 
is made to traverse by passing alternately through the perforated 
plates as already described; u, the water in which the tar, &c. are 
deposited, and which is drawn off by the cock 1 attached to the 
hydraulic pipe K. 

DESCRIPTION OF THE ENGRAVING. 

The retorts c, shown in the plate, are so arranged that their rela- 
tive positions with respect to the furnace b subject them all to one 
uniform and undeviating degree of heat. The hot-air flues or 
nostrils, which proceed vertically and horizontally from the furnace, 
communicate with revolving draught channels which surround the 
retorts, These flues, from the circular direction in which they are 
conveyed to every part of each retort, transmit with perfect uni- 
formity all the heat which rushes from the various openings in the 
furnace, The temperature is by this arrangement preserved in a 
continual state of perfect equality; and in consequence the heated 
metal is not exposed to the destructive action of the heated air which 
passes through the furnace. The retorts also being completely 
surrounded by flues, is protected from that damage to the iron which 
results from the action of cutting draughts. The heat, after having 
circu ated through the longitudinal semi-cylindrical cases of brick- 
work which inclose the lower tiers, conveyed through lateral open- 
ings at uniform distances on each side of the extremities of the bed; 
from whence the two draughts ascend, and unite immediately under 
the crown of the fire-arch, which is built over the upper range of 
retorts. The heat coming into immediate contact with this arch 
reverberates to the horizontal flues, and instead of escaping into the 
shaft (according to the old principle), it exhausts itself throughout 
the interior ramifications of the bed. 

In succeeding numbers we shall show further illustrations of this 
important subject.
